In carrying out these measures the liov- 
ernmeut recorded itri -hare in the pcjicnii 
conviction that the prospociive rich trade ot 
the Congo \ alley siiouid be open to ail na- 
tions on equal tornis, while avoiding any pre 
judgment of conflicting territorial u.a ms in 
that region. 
Lost October the German Minister at Wash- 
ington, speaking for Germany and France, 
called upon tho Secretary aud proposed to 
arrange in a spintof mutual good understand- 
ing the conditions which would tend t« assure 
the development of commerce with the Con 
go Valley, and the United States was asked 
to take part in the Borl.Eiiconference.

Kasson making not only the Congo lliverand 
tributaries, but tlie whole torr.torv of the 
Congo Busin, uuutral in times of war. is still 
under consideration in the conference, and «o 
far as known it has the approval of all the 
Powers represented there except France and 
Portugal." Up to this t1 me the Department has 
seen no reason to feel otherwise taau sat 
isfled with tlie discretion, prudence and 
ability with which Mr. Kasson has carried 
out the instructions given to him. Besides 
limiting the position of the United States to 
one of commercial iptcrcstWisassooiated from 
questions of territorial control, he had boon 
Attentive that no act on our pait shall deviate 
from consistent National policy.
